A QUESTION OF LIGHT. 
How the Gas Extortion May be Evaded. 


From the New York Journal of Commerce. 


The Cincinnati Gas Company has put its 
meninuniform. Tbeohject is to prevent 
house robberies which have been perpetrated 
by alleged gasmen who gained access to 
Luildings under pretense of inspecting the 
meter und carried off the spoons. The New 
York gas com; anbies have not yet uniformed 
their men, because there is no public outcry 
fortuch varegulation. In this citv itis not 
ibe gasmen we fear, but the gas comp nies. 
They, ifanvbody, are the robbers. Under 
false pieas of higher prices in coai and wage: 
they have combined tv double and treble 
their charges fer poor gas. What are afew 
spoons stolen by bogus gas inspectors com- 
pared withthe bundreds of dollaws taken 
fraudulently bv the gas con- 

anies themselves from a single customer? 

n the one case it is downright 
larcepy. Inthe other case itis pure extor- 
tion. Tegtthe loser the cifference is not es- 
fentia!. Ofthetwo modes of victimization 
be would prefer to take his chances with that 
ofthe preiencded gasman. For be could lock 
up the spoons while that person was around. 
But aguinst the plunderivg gas companies 
there is no such easy precaution. He must, 
pay whatthey charge him, or thev will cut off 
bis gas. Few persons being resolute enougn 
to face that unpleasant contingency anid 
adopt the student’s lamp, as we have done. 
the extortion goes on, and people pay 32 25 
per ivco feet for the same gas upon which the 
ecmipamies made profits and deolared divi- 
cends when they seld it from 75 cents to $1 50, 
accalding to the amounts cousumed by cus- 
tomers. 

Of course there are remedies within reach 
of the public, as Wwe bave often totd them. 
One of tbese, by no mMeins yet abandoned, is 
the adoption of the electric light. At present 
thisis not 1n tbe proper shape for household 
use, but there is no reason why railroad com- 
panies who require large lighted areas should 
not step off their gas ia favor of eleciricity, 
and please the public and reduce their ex- 
pepses materially by the change. The New 
York Elevated Company has done this at the 
ear house and censtruc:ion snop, corner of 
100th street and Third avenue. In front of 
this buildicg is amosze of switching tracks. 
For saf+ty in the nighttime it is necessary to 
flocd these with light. The ordinary 
eas jeis failing to do this, the com- 
pany xccomptishes it by riggmweg up two elec- 
tric lights. Thev make evervthicg outside 
the buiiGirg clear as day for iurge spaces up 
ard down and across the complicated tracks. 
A siogle electric lyzht brilliantly illuminates 
the wiole interiof£ of the structure itself. It 
other creat corporations would show a simi- 
dar spirit of enterprise in contending with the 
oppressive gas companies, those haughty 
monopolists would soon lower their crests 
and the ig charges to the lance of private com- 
petition. 

Those whocannot adopt the electriclight 
shoud resort to petroleum. With a student’s 
jampand asbestos wick that never needs 
trimmirg, they will have a better as well as 
far cheaper light, and thus save both their 
eyes and their pocsets.

The Franchise in Rhode PFsland.

The franchise in Rhode Island not being 
very well understood by the general pubite,

Until the recent rains there was more oil 
running in many of the creeks in this region 
than there was water, the tankage for petro- 
leum being insufficient to store the over- 
preduction. Last August Hugh Potts was 
cutof work. ‘ tle leased a plotof ground near 
Tarport. The Tuna Creek runs throngh it. 
Potts put a boom across the creek. He had 
a large tin boat pump made. By the time he 
had built a 250-barrel tank on the bank of the 
creek his boom had collected a pool of waste 
oil that stood six inchesdeep on the water, 
and covered space enough to aoid many hun- 
dred barrels. Potts went to work pumping 
the oil out of tbe dam by hand. He 
filled his tank in three days. Then he 
put up four other tanks. When these 
were gone a freshet came. The 
boom was carried away, aad with it ten thou- 
sand barreis of oil that had been collected. 
Since tben Potts has filled bis five tanks, be- 
sides selling several bundred barrels at $1 a 
barrel. The cold weather bas thickened the 
oil in tbe creek, so that it cannot be pumped. 
Potts is having a boiler put up on his lease, 
and intends to inject steam by numerous jets 
into the lake of oil. This, he thinks, will re- 
duce the oil to pumpiog consistency. Hesays 
that if had commenced business sooner he 
would have had 25,L00 barrels of oil on hand 
now. He sells the oil to Buffalo. Franklin 
and Chicago parties. It is mixed with Frank- 
lin oil and used as a lubricator. Potts has 
mace $2,000 since he put up his damin Auge 
ust. He says collecting the oil that others 
waste is better thun owning any of the wells. 
T'bere are now standing in bis dam 6,000 bar- 
rels of petroleum, which is increased by hun- 
dreds of barrels daily.

Many of the men will gointo the depot and 
when ordered out in the style thut the police 
usually do order them out, they will, of 
course, reply, and then they aie arrested and 
charged with c(respass. This cose of Cloos was 
continued several times and we had to be in 
court each time. After all this the case is 
rolle pros’ed and we arejust in the same 
position We were in before ard just as lHiabie 
to the same persecution as we were. ‘The 
transfer men continue to s%icit and we have 
no way in the worid to prevent them, though 
the city ordinances order that po one wiil 
solicit oo the platforms. For my part! will 
continue to go there as a citizen, but will not 
soliciton the grounds. When we tried to 
€xamine their right we were told that we 
wanted more than we could get.” 


The Railroad Rates. 

This morning brought no changes in the 
railroad war. All the roads still hold at the 
figures ruling yesterday,and from present 
appearances rates seem to have reached the 
bottom. Itis not probable that further cuts 
will be made, except perbapsto unimport- 
ant towns, but there is no indication of a 
compromise. The Wabash is considered 
ony oy a men outside of the fight to 
bave the best of the game, and it is by no 
means 8 probability that they will fhake any 
overtures or concessions. The C. & A. and 
the Vandalia appreciate this, and are fully 
alive to the fact that if they 
open negotiations they are liable to be dictat- 
ed to, and of course they will hold out to the 
bitter erd. The outlook to-day is by no 
meens favorable to an early settlement of ex. 
isting difficulties, and the impression prevails 
in railroad circles that the war has broken out 
to stay.

The people here, at New Orleans and all cities 
on the river should start the ball rolling and 
never let up untilthe victory is won anda 
proper bill passed at Washington. There isa 
bill in the Lower House,onthe table, which 
can be called up at anytime for action, next 
session. It is a good bill and the members are 
very strongly in its favor,as also many Senators. 
‘-Let the press talk and the people act,’ says 
Mr. Wheeler, “in such a way as to encourage 
the friends of the bill, and the sooner this 
is done the better. There is notime to lose.”

STRANGE SUICIDE. 


A Lad Seventeen Years of Aga 
Jumps Into the River 


Because His Father Thrashed Him for 
Spending Money—The Inquest. 


On October 20 the following information 
was lodged with the police and entered upon 
the mysterious disappearance record at the 
Four Courts: ‘*Edward Luke, seventeen 
years of age, heavy set, broad shoulders, red 
bair, 5 feet 8 inches high, round,full features, 
who bas been working at his father’s wood 


street, is missirg from home. On tbe even- 
ing Of October 1) his fatber thrashed him for 
+pending afew dollars and since that day 
be bas not been seen or heard from.” The 
police were notified to be on the lovokout for 
a runaway boy, but nothing was heard of him 
from that date until yesterday afternoon, 
when Charies L. Lindslev, a lumber puller, 
reported to Captain Daily at the Fourta 
District Station the finding of a body in the 
river. The boy’s brother heard of the body 
of an unknown boy beiog found, and, though 
little expecting to find it his 
brother’s corpse, he came to the 
Morgue toviewthe body. He was fearfully 
surprised to find that the body was that of 
his missing brother. The Coroner held aa 
inquest at 10 o’clock to-day. Lindsley, who 
found the body, testified as follows: ‘‘Be- 
tween 1 and 2 o’clock yesterdav afternoon [ 
was at work at Schulenburg & Boevckeler’s 
jumber landing at the foot of Montgomery 
street. While shoving outa erib of lumber 
from a raft I saw the body of a white 
male floater come from under the crib. I se- 
cured tbe body and puiled it ashore. I did 
not know his name or how be came to - be 
drowned, but sirce lesrned that it was the 
body of Edward Luke.” 

The deceased’s brother, Frederick Luke, 
next testified: ‘I reside at the southeast cor- 
ner of Twelfth street and Bremen avenue. I[ 
drive a texm for my fatber. The deceased, 
Edward Luke, was my broth- 
er. At the time of his 
death he was sixteen years and eight months 
old. He was bornin St. Louis, and was by 
cecupation a teamster, and resided with our 

arents at the above mentioned residence. 

{fy brother left} home on Tuesday, October 
19, since which time I have not seen him 
alive. Intbeevening of the abdove day my 
father whipped the deceased for 
doing something wrong. The deceased 
left and did not return again. Neither at the 
time nor ever before had I heard my brother 
say that he would commit suicide. 1 don’t 
know with what my father whipped the boy. 
It lasted only afew seconds. 1 heard father 
say he whipped him for bad conduct and ecol- 
lecting money and spending a dollar of the 
amount collected. It is my _  opin- 
ion that my brother jumped into the river 
and drowned bimself on accountof the whip- 
ping received from my father.’’ The verdict 
was not rendered at the conclusion of the 
testimony, but will be suicide according to 
the evidence.

The Census. 
The new census 1s progressing finely, and 
the indications are that by the end of the 
week the enumeration will be completed. 


Several of the smaller districts are already 
enumerated, and the men employed on 
them have been placed as_ assistants 
to the enumerators originally assigned to 
those of larger proportions. Supervisor 
Woodward expresses himself as confident of 
having the work completed by Saturday at 
latest, and the agony willthen be over. The 
last census was attended by several unneces- 
sary arrangements, nearly all of which have 
been abolished, and the work in consequence 
bas been materially facilitateds The returns 
the last time were posted up at the Court- 
house for the inspection of the general pub- 
lic and changes were constantly being made, 
necessitating the attendance of the enumera- 
tors. The work this time will be final, and 15 
s00n as the enumerators make their returns 
the whole will be compiled and 
sent to Washington.

A representative of the Post-DISPATCH 
had reason to visit the Main Street Depot 
this morning, and found it in a most dilapi- 
dated, wet, muddy, smoky and generally dis- 
agreeable condition. The Main Street Depot 
is situated mear the corner of Main 


and Washington avenue, and is intended as a 
waiting place for passengers who get on the 
cars to cross the bridge, or get off the cars at 
that place to come up into the city. When 
the cars first began to run through the tunnel 
and over the bridge,there was no depot there, 
all passengers having to get on 
or off at the Union Depot. That 
was five or six years ago, when trave) was not 
half what itis now. 1t was soon found neces- 
sary to make a more place at Main street, 
but the barest possible conveniences were 
provided and these have never been improved. 
At present it may be estimated that fully 
twelve hundred passengers get on and off the 
trains at this stopping place. Hence it has 
come to be second in importance, so far as the 
traveling public is concerned, only to the 
Union Depotitself. To say that the conven- 
iences provided there for the traveling pub- 
lic aretotaly insuflicicn , is putticg it very 
mild. Look at the 
PICTURE OF THE PLACE 
as itappeared this morning. The rain had 
been falling for some thir- 
ty-six hours and everything 
was as thoroughly drenched as if there 
had been absolutely no protection at all from 
the dripping clouds above. The steps that 
lead from Main street up to the levelof the 
track above were covered with water and 
mud to such an extentthat a lady could not 
pass up or down without having her 
clothing ruimed and her feet mace wring- 
ing wet. It was a good deal worse 
than outside on a sidewalk or street, be- 
cause the water stood indeep puddles made 
by the sagging of the planksteps. It looked 
a good dea! like the chute where hogs or cat- 
tle are killed in a slaughter-house during wet 
weather. Upstairs the condition of things 
was but little improved. It is gen- 
erally su} vosed that a passenger depot 
is some sort fa covered building. The Main 
Street Depot :s anexception. True, the floor 
of the bridge above where the wagons, street 
cars, etc., pass makes 
A SORT OF ROOF, 
but it is useless sofar as keeping the water 
out is concerned. In fact, it 
would be preferable if Such a 
covering were not there at all, for it serves 
only as a kind of sieve through which mud 
and other refuse matter that happens to be 
deposited in the main passage way above is 
sifted down upon the heads of any unfortu- 
nate who may happen to be below 
in the “depot.” There are no 
sides nor ends to the depot except 
the open stone work of the bridge buttresses, 
the open tunnel behind and the open railroad 
passage-way infront. Consequently there is 
as poor a chance to keep warm tiliere in cold 
weather as there is to keep dry in wet 
weatber. Three hundred ana tifty stoves 
would not make the place comfortable 
in the winter season. A few 
rude {benches are provided for psople 
to sit down upon, and these, withthe rough 
floor, may be said to constitute the Main 
Street Depot. This morning there were a 
dozen or two people there waiting, and they 
all appeared to be in the 
MOST UNCOMFORTABE CONDITION, 
Two or three ladies were makiny the best of 
it on a bench that stood in a pooi of water. It 
was a miserable and cheerless-iooking a piace 
as anybody ought ever be compelled to look 
upon. And yet the Union Transit and Ral- 
way Company, which has controi of this **de- 
pot,’’isaverv wealthy corporation, and its 
last dividend is said to have been a very heavy 
one, and its stock is notto be purchased at 
any price. ‘Then the traveling public are 
getting very tired of this unmiiigated nui- 
sance, and itis about time tuat the Union 
Railway ard Transit Company were making

Probable. 


The people of St. Louis will be glad to learn | 
thatthe Water Department of the Municipal 


Government is ina most prosperous condi- 
tion. It is believed by the Mayor and 
Gen. Stevenson, the Assessor of Water 
Rates, that the surplus from that source 
will this year reach $100,000, Thisis certainly 
very gratifying and it is an appropriate occa- 


sion to recite a number of interesting facts | 
connected with this subject, and whichjshow | 
how the Water Department has come to bea | 
source of profit to the city rather than a bur- | 
den. What is known as the old Water Board |
